Knuckle Dusters, Break Into the Ring.

The great prize fight between Alf. Greenfield, of 
Birmingham, the famous pugilist, and Jem Smith, of 
London, the champion, was decided to-day on Stripp, 
the trainer's, farm at Chantilly, and was witnessed by 


‘the leading sporting men of England besides a number 


of the nobility of England and tbisrepublic. Sincethe 
great battle between John C. Heenan and Tom King, 


| tought at Wadburst twenty-three years ago, never was 








there so much interest manifested over a prize ring 
encounter or such large sums of money wagered for, 
taking into consideration the stakes were 88,000, the 
second largest amount ever fought for and the largest 
ever fought tor in this country. The match came about 
this way: Greenfield since his return from the land otf 
Stars and stripes had time and again issued challenge 
upon challenge to tight any man in the world with 
bare knuckles according to London prize ring rules 
for any amount from £100 and upwards. Jem Smith, 


who was matched to fight Jack Davis at the time 


Greenfield’s challenges were issued, agreed to fight the 
Birmingham champion if he succeeded in beating 
Davis. Smith's engegement was decided last Decem- 
ber, and Smith not only won the stakes but several 
hundred pounds, while one of his backers won £2,000 
from a well known lord of bigh degree, who on Mace’s 
judgment backed Davis. After the battle Smith’s 
backers agreed to match Smith for any sum they nam- 
ed, placing no limit to theamountot stakes. A meeting 
was held and articles of agreement were signed for 
Smith and Greenfield to tight with bare knuck!es, ac- 
cording to the new rules of the Lon‘don prize ring, for 
the sam of £300 a side and the championship of Eng- 
land. 

After the match was made a wel! Known lord offered 
to increase the stakes (othe amount of $10,000. Green- 
field’s backer agreed 10 Wager an additional $500 and 
the wager was staked, making the stakes £1,600 or 
$8,000. On Feb. 2, prior to the final deposit, another 
wager of £200 were wagered, while dozens of bets of 
£100 at evens and £100 to £90 were staked. Owing to 
the Puritanical persecution to which the ring 
had been for some time subjected, a line ot coun- 
try had to be selected which had been untried. Jt was 
ucreed that France should be the battle ground, and 
Stripp. the well kuown borse trainer’s tarm, was 
agreed upon as the plaee of fighting. 

Asthe day of battle, fixed for the 18th, iu order to 
throw off the authorities, the 16th being the day set ior 
the rivals to meet, in racing circles the battle was the 
theme of conversation, and numerous bets were made 
at £600 to £100 op Smith, whose appearance at Brigh- 
ton tully justitied the confidence reposed in him, for 
he trained hard, early and late, uncer the able men- 
torship of Billy Howse, the well Kuown pedestrian, 
who had walked over 120 miles in 24 hours, and was 
adapted to give Smith his breathers. Grcentield 
trained at Birmingham under the meutorship of 
George Probert, « veterau pugilist. wbo has trained 
and seconded Greenfield in mauy of his engagements. 
Greenfield kept at his training quarters at Birming- 
ham until Feb. 13. when be Jef. for a shady retreat in 
France in company with Chippy Norton, the levia- 
than bookmaker, his backer and his trainer, so as to 
avoid arrest. After Greenfield had been settled in 
suitable guarters Chippy Norton returned to London 
to badger the meinbers of the Carlton Ciub to back the 
champion, also Arthur Cooper, the well-known Lon- 
gon bookmaker, who was finding the needful for 
Smith. 

On Feb 4, at midnight, Smith. in company with 
Wm. Howse, Dan McGannon, Jack Harper and Ar- 
thar Cooper, left for France. On their arrival Cooper 
secured suitable quarters for Smith to train and then 
decided to return to London to wager a few thousand 
pounds more on Smith s chances of winning. Prior to 
his Jeaving Cooper promised Smith £500 if he won and 
Wm. Howse, bis trainer, £100. On the backers of tbe 
rival pugilists returning to London agents were sent 
to Liverpool, Manchester and Birmingbam ard thou- 
sands were wagered. Smith's admirers, principally 
prominent turfmen and many of the nobility, staking 
one thousand ai aclip oi Smith. It was notsed around 
the sporting drams in London that Chippy Norton

than Nelson’s monument. Long before daylight a 
24-foot ring had been erected on a level piece of ground 
over which many a fleet-footed trainer had been speed- 
ed in his preparations for a race. Chairs, 
camp-stools. carriages and carts were placed around 
the outer ring. and the speculation in chairs and 
benches must have been a most successful one, judg- 
ing from the demand for those conveniences, dy means 
of which the scions of royalty were enabled to see the 
fight. Around tbe ring could be seén well-known 
turfmen. The congregation round the ring must un- 
hesitatingly be pronounced the most aristocratic ever 
assembled at the ring side. It included the bearers of 
names highly distinguished in the pages of Burke's 
peerage, officers of the army and navy of France and 
England. 

All being in readiness the pugilists were notitied. 
Smith was the first to enter the ring. He was greeted 
witb loud cheers as Jack Harper tied his colors tu the 
stake, while Billy Howse and Danny McGannon step- 
ped under the ropes with tuwels, sponges, scraper and 
pail. After'a short delay Greenfield. with Chippy 
Norton, of Birmingbam, entered the ring. Both had 
met with a first-class reception but Greenfield evident- 
ly had the most friends. 

The toss for the choice of corners was won by Smith. 
He selected tbe northwest corner, there being little 
advantage cained, however, as the ground was level as 
a bowlingalley. All being in readiness and the crowd 
disposed in tolerable order by those of the ringkeepers 
who chose to do their duty, the men, assisted by their 
seconds, began to strip ready for the mill. While 
Greenfield was fastening on his American fighting shoes 
George Probert tied the Birmiughbam representative’s 
colors to the stake. In the meantime the bookies and 
the members of the cluos began to wager ponies, and a 
large umount was staked. After the men had put on 
their fighting togs, Smith stood up, and he was the 
first toappear in buff, and a single glance was suf- 
ficient to show that his condition was all that could be 
required by the most fastidious. Greenfield’s mahog- 
any bust was quickly after bared tothe gaze of the 
multitude, and here, too. was evidcuce of strict atten- 
tion to his work. Greenfield appeared a trifle taller 
than the Londoner, and every muscle on his back, his 
shoulders and arms was well developed and gave evi- 
dence of enormous power. His legs appeared light, 
but still there was no seeming lack of wire and activi- 
ty. His skin was brown and shone like that of a 
thoroughbred. His mug was hard, and he looked 
olderthan when he stripped in Bingey Hall and boxed 
Charley Mitchell. Smith had the cut and physog ot a 
fighter. Every muscle was swollen out to gigantic 
size and every tendon and sinew was distinctly visible 
—taken altogether, such a specimen of a Herculean 
frame bad not been seen in the prize ring tor many 
years. 

Smith’s seconds were Jack Harper, of Smithfield, 
and Dan McGannan, of St. Lakes. Greenfie:d’s sec- 
onds were George Probert, of Birmingham, and a 
friend. The referee was a well known sporting man, 
who is well] up on the new rules of the ring. All being 
ready, Smith offered to bet Greenfield £100 
that he would .win, and the referee shouted 
get ready. Like clockwork the seconds of the 
pugilists who were to battle for the championship and 
about £50,000, sbook or crossed hands and then retired 
to their respective corners. Time was then called 
aud Greenfield, with a nervous, wicked smile, and 
Sinith sanguine, shook bands. Smith appeared, when 
in front of Greenfield, to out-condition him, tor the 
Birmingham man looked narrow and round at the 


sboulders, and had not the upright, firm bearing of 


the champion. The wear and tear of numerous bat- 
tles, and the gay hte of a borel keeper, bad left their 
mark. Each had a pleasant, good-humored smile on 
bis phiz, but Smith seemed to be more at home than 
Greenfield. 

In the first round Greenfield missed several well- 
intended lunges with the right, and then walked 
around the ring: hecame again and tried the left with 
a similar result. He kept hitting out of distance, as 
if afraid of Smith’s’ right, which bad already missed 
him so narrowly. Again and again did Greenfield 
step in and out, and as Smith tried to catch him on 
the hop he would point and grin: at last be got 
shghtly on the cbest and Smith tanded on his neck, 
which left its mark. Desperate fighting followed, and 
it was hit for hit, blow for blow, until Smith upper- 
cut Greenfield and staggered him. Before he could 
recover, one, two sounded on Greenfield’s victualling 
department, and he sitipped down on being fought 
against the ropes. Time, 1 minute 30 seconds. 

On coming up there were no marks on Smith. but 
the effect of the Jatter’s blows was very visible.

Des- 
perate fighting ended inaclinch and both fell and 
each claimed a fall. Time, 2 minutes. 

In the fourth round Smith knocked Greenfield down 
by astraight left-hander on the right eye. Time, 4 
miuutes. 

In the fifth round Greenfield clinched Smith and 
tried to get his head in chancery. Desperate fighting 
and botb down. Smithontop. Time. 14 minutes. 

In the sixth round Greenfield after being badly pun- 
ished went down to avoid furtber punishment. ‘lime, 
2% minutes. 

In the seventh round several hundred pounds. were 
wagered. Smith being made the favorite at 100 to 30. 
Greenfield fought on the cefensive, but Smith would 
not be denied and followed him all over the ring, pun- 
ishing bim terribly. Both closed and Smith threw 
Greenfield and fell on top of him. Time, 14 minutes. 

Round after round was fought, Smith punishing 
Greenfield terribly, either driving him through the 
ropes or knocking down. {[n the thirteenth round 
Smitb punisbed Greenfield terribly and had him 
beaten, and he fell bleeding and battered in the mid- 
dle of the ring, and Smith’s seconds claimed the fizbt. 
In an instant the ring was broken into and a 
terrible free fight followed. Sling-shots and knuckle: 
dusters were used by the Birmingham roughs. 
who had been engaged by Chippy Norton. 
Greenfield’s backer, and their expenses paid 
from Birmingbam. Jem Mace was powerless to 
give any decision. Spectators who had given ten 
guineas for their seats were knocked down and Green- 
field was carried belpless trom the ring, while Smith 
could have fought on had it been necessary. The 
battle lasted 1 hour 8 minutes. It was estimated that 
nearly $50,000 was wagered on the battle. The result 
of the battle created intense excitement in London. 

Alf. Greenfield, at his hotel, stated “he was tairly 
beaten, and that he wasn’t in it.” 

Smith said: “I can whip Greenfield any time. I was 
ready tojmeet Greenfield at any time. I was ready 
to meet him on Sunday, as at first arranged by the 
referee, but Greentield’s backers said they would not 
put bim up again. They have finished with him, say- 
ing be has pluck, but is no good. I should like to meet 
Suljivan. and expect my backers will send me to the 
United States.” 

At a meeting of the backers of the principals Jem 
Mace decided tbat tbe fight was a draw, to the disgust 
and surprise of Smith's backer, Artbur Powers. Mace 
allowed-‘‘that Greenfield is no match tor Smith, who 
is the best map I Know.” 

Everybody was incensed at Mace not giving bis de- 
cision in favor of Smith. for everyone conceded that 
he was entitled to the stakes. 

About 300 were present at the mill. Perhaps a better 
class, taken as a whole, never witnessed a prize tight, 
though the very rough element was well represented 
Among those present were Broderick Cloete, the 
owner of Paradox; Lord Charles Montague, and 
many gentlemen of the American and English colo:

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SEEN IN A DREAM. 


Strange Manner in Which a Clew is Obtained to a 
Terrible Murder. 


The friends of Philip Haviland. the prosperous 
farmer of Montgcmery county, Maryland, who is sup- 
posed to have been murdered, have employed all the 
means in their power to find him, and they are about 
convinced that further search is useless. The post- 
master at Sandy Springs bas received u letter trom 
an eleven-year-old girl named Mary Bell. in which 
she claims to have seen in a dream a horrible murder 
committed by four masked men, describes the affair 
and place seen by her, and asking the postmaster to 
see if there was any such place in the neighborhood. 

The strangest part of the story is that evidence bas 
been discovered that the missing man was seen strug- 
gling with four negroes, and tbat a bluod-covered 
three-cornered stone described in the little girl's letter 





‘has been found. As it was also said to have been 


seen in the dream that the murdered man was carried 
into a cellar, the authorities have announced their in- 
tention of searching every cellar in Montgomery 
County forthe bod». Mr. Haviland, about three vears 
ago, leased tbe mill property ct the Muncaster estate 
situated in Montgomery County. He was a strict 
Quaker, and witb bis wife nnd daughters attended the 
orthodox meeting house at Sandy Run. On Dec. 15 he 
left home for Weshington, and intended to return the 
same day. He was unable to get his work done until 
late on the atternoon of Dec. 16, and was obliged to 
stay over night in the city. 

He spent Thursday in visiting several mills in 
Washington, and left for bome tn the evening, having 
about $200 on his person Several persons saw him on 
the road between Washington and Sligo. and av Sigo 
he purcbased some crackers and cheese. ‘This was 
the last seen of him. He was perfectly sone" and in 
good spirits. On Friday morning a young b.an named 
Bowman found Haviland’s horses and wagon in a 
clump of bushes, near Wheaten post-office, abvut 
four miies trom Sligo.

He came to Phil- 
mont Dec. 22. I first saw 
him after his arrival talk- 
ing with the Rev. Mr.

King, who were stopping 
with me. When Mr. 
White saw me he came 
up and shook hands with 
me. I said to him, ‘El. 
frida charges you with 
being the fatber of her 
unborn child.’ To this he replied: ‘There is no use 
ceuying tt. Teonfess my guilt. I have come up bere 
to do what [ can for the girl. I want you to under- 
stand that there is some honor about me yet.’ 

“In the house my wife said to him: ‘Robert White. 
how could you do sucha thing? Ididn't helieve you 
cou'd when you have a wife and children.’ He con- 
fessed his guilt and made a full confession. ‘Pity my 
poor, innocent wife and children.’ he exclaimed. He 
cried bitterly and promised to do everything he could 
to atone forit.

The Actors and Actresses of America and their Re- 
spective Boodles. 











Though three-fourths of our actors and actresses 
complain about the hard times, they made no 
such money in the old days as they do now. There 
are three or four actors on the American stage who 
possess fortunes and make money at a rate that would 
satisfy almost anybody. 

Take Miss Mary Anderson, tor instance. There are 
very few financiers of Wall street who would not be 
perfectly pleased to know that they could make ina 
season of ¢ight months $150,000, aud keep it. That will 
be the income the present year of Miss Mary Ander. 
son, who is now computed to be worth €400,000. which 
is sately invested in real estate, gas stock und rai!road 
shares, both hcre and in England, only a small por- 
tion of it being in Government bonds. 

Mr. Edwin Booth went into bankruptcy about two 
years after he gave up bis theatre on Twenty-third | 
street and Sixth avenue, which is now turned into | 
stores. That was about 1877; yet he is now computed 
to be worth in clean cash about $750,000. He has made 
a contract for next year which will (urn bim ip a net 
sum of $150,000 for about seven montbs’ work. 

Mr. Joseph Jefferson is also ore of the wealth- 
fest of actors. He is not making so much 
now as he used to earn, for the simple reason that he 
does not give himselt the trouble. He only works 
about sixteen weeks of the year upon the stage, and 


tenance without impairing in the least his capital. Mr. 
Jefferson’s fortune is variously estimated at from 
$400,000 to $600,000. It is true that ever since he began 
to earn money rapidly he bas consented to support a 
large number of relatives He does this unosten- 
tatiously—never, in fact, mentioning the matter him. 
self, yet itis a fact well known in the dramatic pro- 
fession. 

Among actresses, Charlotte Crabtree, better known 
ov the stage as Lotta. is undoubtedly the wealthiest 
woman in the wor!d who ollows the profession of the 
stage. Mostof the money is held in the nameotr her 
mother, wbo has been her manager ever since she 
first appeared as a little girl in a variety theatre in 
California. They are not far wrong who estimate Lot- 
ta’s possessions at a good deal over $1,000.000. Year 
after year she bas earned from $50,000 to $70,000. 

Her manner of living is,as a rule, frugal. and she 
has sustained ouly one loss of any consequence, and 
that was about $20,000 a few years ago, when a young 
man to whom she was engaged to be married specu- 
lated with that amount of money. Though her powers 
ofearnings have largely decreased. she is still good 
tor about $30,000 a year. 

Maggie Mitchell is one of our wealthy actresses, 
She is computed to be worth a quarter ofa million in 
cash, besides which she has large possessions in ‘and 
at Long Branch and along the Jersey-cvast in just the 
positions going up in price with such surprising 
rapidity. 

Itis only ten years ago that she was compelled to 
sacrifice no small portion of these long rents pusses-*! 
sions through foreclosed mortgages. She had placed 
all ber earnings; ip land, aud during the panic became 
property poor, for, as usually bappens, her earnings 
as an actress at that very period decreased materially. 
She is now, however, more prosperous than ever 
before in her life. 

The wealthiest among our managers Is, undoubtedly, 
Jobn Stetson, who owns a large printing office in Bos- 
ton, a weekly paper that gives him a net income of 
$1,000 a week, and a theatrical business that is almost 
invariably profitable. Mr. Stetson Is not worth tar | 
from $1,000,090, though bis income is much in excess 
of what that amount of capital would bring. 

The only other manager whu runs bim close is Mr 
McVicker, of Chicago, the Nestor of the American 
stage, and who has made every dollar he owns 
through the dramatic profession. He is the father-in- 
law of Edwin Booth. 

Anotber wealthy manager, who pays very little at- 
tention, however, to the theatrical business at present, 
is Mr. Spaulding, of St. Louis, another millionaire— 
but he was left it all in St. Louis real estate by his 
father, the proprietor of a circus in the olden days. 
The old gentleman invested all his earnings in St. 
Louis real estate,and the son came Intoit when it 
bad vastiv appreciated.

They clinched in their ear 
nestness several times but were separated with little difficulty 
andthe entire audience continued in a highly excited state of mind 
until the close of the round. 

4—The contestants got down to business with the promptness of 
men who realize that there is no time to lose and each raincd 
blows on the other with great energy for several seconds. ©'Don. 
nell gotin astinger on Fell's ear after some sparring. The Cau- 
adian champion also got in some excelleut work and the lively set- 
to round and round the stage presevted some of the car marks of 
earnest, painstaking effort instcad ofa friendly sparring match for 
scientific points. Just before time was called in the fourth round 
Chief of Police Lamb climbed upon the stage and announced to 
those chiefly interested that Messrs. Fell and O'Donnell were 
plainly getting warmed up too much and that it would be his duty 
to terminate the entertainment.

N. Y., in July. - Edward Hanlan has already signified his intention 
of competing, also Joseph Lange, of Montreal. It is expected that 
Perkins. the English champion, Joe Largan and George Bubear. of 
England, will also enter. If Beach.agrees te enter Richard K. Fox

Ashton's next opponent was Jack Dougherty, who beat. the 
week previous, Mike Bowden, who beat Jack Burgess, who beat La 
Blanche, the Marine. Doagherty fought with the energy of des- 
pair until Ashton knocked Dougherty among the scenery, 
stunned, and the victory was thereupon awarded to Ashton. 
Asiiton’s next opponent was Denny Kelleher, the clever heavy- 
weight of Philadelphia. This took place on Friday night, and was 
looked upon as the important fight of the week.~ Kelleher fought 
well and held his own for awhile. At last Ashton got him up 


‘against the flat of the stage and hammered him at a lively rate. 


Denny broke away, and the round was nearly over before he could 
getathimagain. Someonecalied to Kelleher thet. time was nearly 
up. This seemed to inspire him; and he jumped at Ashton vicious- 
ly. They hads hot rally, in which-Ashton proved himself the best 
in as well as out-fighter, driving Kelleher before him with left and 
tight. This battlemade Ashton many friends for his willingness to 
fight. and the referee awarded him the victory. Ashton'’s next man 
was Jack Nash, of Providence, a 200-poufder, Saturday night, and 
Jast of Ashton’s engagement, having bad four hard fights in a week, 
and fighting the last three of them-with his left arm injured by 
coming in contact with Donnellys head the first night. He did 
Nash up in the second round, stopping him. Ashton knocked Nash 
down a half-dozen times in the first: round, and knocted him out 
with a cross-counter, so that -it was a half a minute before he re- 
sumed fighting. Ashton did not claim it. Nash made a good fight, 
tet was finished the next round, as he never recovered from the 
effects of the terrible right-hander he received in the first round, 
which knocked him like adrunken man for the rest of the time he 
lasted. Ashton made a great impression on the sporting men of 
Philadelphia, who predict for him a place among the champions 
He fought under Billy Madden’s instructions, who was always at 
his back, giving him advice. and he did everything. or tried to, that 
Madden told him. 


A glove contest took place ata certain athletic club 
20 miles outside this city, Feb. 6, the principals being J. H. Rob- 
inson, champion amateur middle-weight of New York State, and 
John Brady, of Brooklyn, both amateurs. They met to contest for 
a gold watch given by a few lovers-of the manly art. Soft gloves 
were used; Queensbury rules goverened the match ; it was to be to 
a finish. Robinson stands 5 feet 83¢ inches and tipped the scales at 
150 pounds, while Brady stands 5 feet 91 inches and weighed 162 
pounds. being 12 pounds heavier than Robinson.

Time was called and the men sparred cautiously for an open 
tog, when Robinson led with his left and got home on Brady's nose 
Brady saw stars.

The round 
ended with Robinson far abead, many bets were made during. the 
fighting.

RCBBED BY DISGUISED WOMEN. 


{Subject of [!lustration. | 

Mrs. Annie E. Post. a midwite, keeps a private bos- 
pital at No. 31 West Fourth street. Ellen Plunkett, a 
middle-aged woman, has been engaged as a servant in 
Mrs. Post's establishment for a couple of weeks. Prior 
to that time she haa been working for Mrs. Mary 
Green, a colored woman, Keeping a boarding house at 
No. 199 Bleecker street. The other night Mrs. Post 
was arrested by Sergt. Douglass and locked upin the 
Mercer sireet police stationon a charge of robbery. 
The charge was made by Ellen Plunkett, backed by 
Kate Buckley. who lives at No, 22 Prince strect, 

Flien says that soon alter sbe entered Mrs. Post's es- 
tablisbment the latter asked Kate Buckley what sae 
knew of Filen's financial condition, but Kate refused 
to tell. Mrs. Post then told the Buckley woman tbat 
she intended to bring a charge of larceny against both 
her and Ellen, She made acharge against Eilen of 
baving stolen a gold watch from her, and on Friday 
Jast she obiained a search warrant, with a view ot 
searching the rooms of bo:h Ellen and Kate. While 
searching the effccts ot Ellen Mrs. Post came across a 
bag which Ellen was in the habit of keeping strapped 
next to her person. In the bag were three pocket- 
books, containing altogether about $225. Satisfied 
with her work for the tiae being, Mrs. Post gave up 
the search and said that sbe was mistaken !n suspect- 
ing the girl of theft. 

On Monday night, however, says Ellen, Mrs, Post 
acministered a powerful potion to her while asleep 
and took the pag and belt trom her person and the 
pockethcoks with them.
